Dear Mr, Langdale: 


Your letter of the twenty-seventh is a great help in trying to 
answer your previous communication, My first suggestion would be that you 
try to get hold of some books which would aid you and these should be 
procurable at the Public Library of your city. I think you will find that 
if they do not have such they will be glad to secure them for you. 


Some people would think thet we should advise you to begin a colleotion 
of United States coins but there are several very good reasons against this, 
the chief element being the high cost of enything more than the ordinary 
issues which would have little to offer in the way of stimmlation or informa- 
tion. If you have travelled at «11 in Burope or have associations with any 
particular country you would probably profitomore by limiting yourself to 
the coinage of thet nation and with the amount you expect to spend annually 
you could still acquire ao sufficient number of pieces to keep up your interest. 
If you read French or Italian or German, it would simplify matters. We find 
that coins do more to awaken and develop an interest in history than any other 
single agency that Gan be brought to bear, with the possible exception of 
travel or residence abroad. 


Most beginners stert with United States cents and make a mighty effort 
to obtain a coin for every year but once this objective is achieved they are 
et a loss. If you have a knowledge of Latin it might be worth your while 
to think of collecting Roman consular coins. I would suggest your getting 
hold of the following books and trying further to limit your aim so that there. 
might be a greater benefit to you through eoncentration:
